The Plague at Foo Chow. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The United 
States Consul at Foo-Chow, China, re- 
ports the appearance of the Hong- 
Kong plague there. He says that it is 
already established as an epidemic, 
but is so far confined to the city proper. 
He adds: “The symptoms unmistak- 
ably stamp it as the plague, and in the 
nfested districts within the city rats 
ire dying in great numbers, just as has 
yeen the invariable rule whenever the 
plague has shown itself in the past.“ 
In a city like Foo-Chow, it is impossi- 
ble to institute any sort of sanitary 
measures to prevent the spread of con- 
tagious diseases, or even to mitigate 

the sufferings of the victims.

‘THE RENTON MURDER, 


HONDURAS TAKES STEPS AGAINST 
THE CRIMINALS. 


Assistant Secretary of State Uhl Suc- 
ceeds Finally in His Efforts to 
Have That Goverument Investi- 
gate the Horrible Affair. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—As a result 
of much vigorous urging and pressing 
by the State Department, the govern- 
ment of Honduras has been brought at 
last to take steps to punish the people 
who committed the Renton murder, and 
today a cablegram was received from 
Prindle, United States Charge d’Af- 
faires at Guatemala, stating that he 
had received a telegram from the Hon- 
duran Minister of Foreign Affairs an- 
nouncing that three of the persons im- 


plicated in Renton’s murder had been 
arrested, 
This case has been managed from 
the beginning by Assistant Secretary 
— and t. M expected that the firm 
nd ot Department in this 
matter will have a good effect upon the 
status of American citizens in all the 
small republics of Central America. 
The treaty between the United States 
and Honduras contains a provision 
guaranteeing in the strongest terms full 
rights of protection for citizens of one 
country sojourning in the other, but 
heretofore in all these Central Ameri- 
can countries the governments have, 
made few efforts to give effect to such 
treaty stipulations where our citizens 
were concerned. 

One peculiar feature of the Renton 
case is that all of the parties to the 
murder were foreigners and not native 
Hondurans. Because of their promi- 
nent positions and influence with the 
lesser native officials, it has been diffi- 
cult to induce the government to = 
against them. Six persons were 
cerned in the murder, but it is believed 
as a result of the vigorous prosecution 
of the case by our government that 
three of them have fled the country and 


esca 

Charles Renton, his wife and niece 
lived on a fine estate near Brewer's 
Lagoon, Honduras. It was valuable 
property, largely owing to Renton’s en- 
terprise. Near his place was a large 
plantation, held by a number of for- 
eigners, who coveted Renton’s land. 
They sought to drive him off by sys- 
tematic persecution for a long time, 
but this proving of no avail resort was 
had at last.to violence and fire. On 
March 16 of last year Renton, who 
had vainly sought for the protection of 
the local authorities, was murdered in 
cold blood, his wife, who tried to as- 
sist him in his defense, was shot 
through the wrist, the house and crops 
destroyed, and her child and niece 
were driven into the jungle. 

She made her way with difficulty, 
and after great hardship, to the coast 
and managed to reach the United 
States, coming to Washington. She 
laid her case plainly before the State 
Department. Assistant Secretary Uhl 
cabled to the United States Minister on 
March 19 that the naval investigation 
had fully established Renton’s murder 
and directed him to urge the Honduran 
government to prompt action, and the 
Minister responded that he had made 
the representations. On March 23 he 
cabled that the Honduran government 
had promised to take prompt action in 
the case, but apparently they were still 
behind in carrying out their promise, 
for, on May 24, nearly a month later, 
Uhl found it necessary to cable Minis- 
ter Young again that the President was 
disappointed that Honduras had not 
acted promptly, and directing the Min- 
ister to again press the claim and re- 
port progress. This seems to have at 
last moved the government, for on May 
26, Minister Young cabled that, as a re- 
sult of his urgency, the Honduran gov- 
ernment had assured him that it would 
prosecute the case with the utmost 
vigor, and hoped soon to report satis- 
factorily upon the matter. 


AN INDIAN © COUNCIL. 


Representatives the Five Civi- 
lized Tribes in Session.

MURDERED IN CHILE, 


LESTER D. HOWSER OF SPOKANE 
ASSASSINATED. 


The American Was GH His Way to 
the Mines to Pay Ot the Men 
His Friends Had Objected to His 
Going to South America.

VALPARAISO (Chile,) June 26.—Les- 
ter Dubois Howser, an American eit 
zen who came here from Spokane, 
Wash., was murdered Saturday about 
A league from Quiifue, a town that is 
close to this city.

TREASURY FIGURES. 


The Balance-sheet Shows a 
Probable Result. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—For the 


| first time in many months treasury re- 


ceipts for the current month will ex- 
ceed the expenditures. Today the 
treasury balance sheets for the month 
show a surplus instead of a deficit, and, 
as the expenditures are usually light 
toward the end of the month, it is re- 
garded as certain that the surplus will 
continue to grow from now until July 1. 

The treasury is $46,623,211 behind in 
the matter of receipts and expendi- 
tures for the current fiscal year, and in 
the intervening days between now and 
July 1, it is not unlikely that more than 
$1,000,000 of this deficiency will be made 
up, so that the year’s balance sheets 
on July 1 will show that the expendi- 
tures for the year were about 445,000, 
000 greater than the receipts.

Arrest of an Alleged Swindlier at 
San Diego.

SAN DIEGO, June 26.—G. 8. Brad- 
ford, a somewhat prominent resident 
of this city, whose real name is al- 
leged to be Philip McManus, and who 
is wanted in New York for alleged ex- 
tensive swindling operations, was ar- 
rested here today and is now in .cus- 
tody of two New York detectives.

‘A FALSE ENCHANTRESS. 


Troubles of a Mining Man and an 
Alleged Widow.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) June 26.—John 
Allmond, a Tacoma mining man, well 
known on the Pacific Slope, seems to 
have a just cause of grievance against 
a woman he married, if his story be 
true. 

About a year ago Allmond, who is 
rich and 45 years old, met a pretty 
widow named Scott in Tacoma and, 
learning from her own lips that her 
husband was dead, proposed, was ac- 
cepted and the couple were duly mar- 
ried.

He 
returned to Tacoma to embrace the son 
and see that he was properly cared for. 
Since then, however, Allmond says, he 
has come into possession of evidence to 
show that the woman has been endeav- 
oring to involve his estate. He also de- 
nies the heirship of the infant and will 
ask the court for an order disinheriting 
the child alleged to be his. 


THE WATSON’S MISSION. 


Rumor Says it is to Assist the Ha- 
waliian Royalists. 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) June 
26.—The schooner George W. Watson, 
laden with lumber, reported to have 
sailed from Seattle last night for Ha- 
wali laden with firearms for the revo- 
lutionists, passed down the straits 
early this morning. A tug cast her 
adrift abreast of Dungenness light. In 
the same locality all day yesterday and 
today several small fishing sloops have 
been lazily crusing around, which oc- 
casions the belief here that munitions 
will be transferred to her before she 
sails from the Sound.

“LOST CABIN” MINE. 


A Thirty Years’ Search for Rich 
Property Successful. |

REDDING, June 26.—William Mur- 
ray, who has a mine at the junction of 
Koshook and Pitt rivers, about six 
miles northeast of here, brings news of 
having discovered the richest mine in 
this county, and says it is the original 
“Lost Cabin” mine, which has been 
searched for during the past thirty 
years. 

He has discovered a lode 800 feet wide 
and 400 feet high, impregnated with 
iron ore, which bears gold and silver to 
the value of from $75 to $150 per ton.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 26.—Julius 
Meyer, the juror who got into trouble 
in the case of Paul Sell, accused of 
robbing a faro game, was held to an- 
swer on a charge of perjury by Judge 
Murphy, in $2000 bail. 

Meyer hung the jury on a plea that 


he wanted to punish Superior Judge 
Belcher, before whom the case was

THE KILLING OF CONLEE. 


The Stockmen Declare War Aguinst 
Simes and the Cattie-rasticrs. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SPRAGUE (Wash.,) June 26.—All day 
long stockmen have been arriving in 
this city, and excitement over the kill- 
ing of Deputy Sheriff Conlee by Des- 
perado Alfred Simes grows more in- 
tense. Small knots of excited individ- 
vals gathered on the street corners to 
discuss the matter, and in a few min- 
utes the crowd had swelled to several 
hundred. Half a dozen — — are now 
out, hunting for the murdérer. Stock- 
men are so wrought up over the affair

At a mass-meeti of citizens this 
morning $500 rewa was guarant 
for the capture of Simes.

Prominent stockmen de- 
clare that they will band together to 
exterminate the entire gang of cattle- 
rustlers. The last intelligence received 
this afternoon was that Simes was 
seen going southeast this morning near 
James Murphy's ranch, in Whitman 
county. Two Sprague posses and one 
from Colfax passed there two hours la- 
ter, riding hard on tne trail. Conlee’s 
funeral occurred this afternoon, and 
his body was followed to the grave 
by hundreds of people. 

THE MURDERED MAN'S HORSE. 

RITZVILLE (Wash.,) June 26.—This 
evening the saddle and bridle belong- 
ing to Conlee’s horse were found, cov- 
ered with sagebrush, a mile from the 
scene of the murder. At Starbuck last 
night, a read-headed woman and two 
pals were arrested for stealing a pair 
of horses on May 29. They are supposed 
to be a part of the Rock Creek gang. 


MOVING A FACTORY. 


The Ostrander Gun Company May 
Come to the Coast. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SACRAMENTO, June 26.—Charles J. 
Swift of San Francisco, representing 
the Ostrander Gun Company, in which 
he is a director and one of the heaviest 
stockholders, has been visiting Sacra- 
mento to consider the advisability of 
removing the gun factory to this city. 
The plant, which is now located in the 
East, turns out the Ostrander gun, but 
if established here it would be prepared 
to produce all sorts of fine novelties in 
metal. The factory would be a distinct 
benefit to the entire State, as well as 
the city, since there is no factory in 
California which can turn out articles 
such as a factory of this sort produces.

GEN. SCHOFIELD. 


He Leaves Today for Alaska—Puget 
Sound Fortifications.

TACOMA, June 26—Gen. Schofield 
and party arrived here this morning 
by special train and spent most of the 
day preparing for their trip to Alaska.

The Mud and Fire Volcanoes and Hot 
Springs Active.

SAN DIEGO, June 26.—Volcanic dis- 
turbances are again reported in the Co- 
copah country of Lower California. 
George Neal, a mining man, who came 
into the city today from that region, 
states that on Sunday he saw smoke 
ascending from the central peak of 
three mountains that rise above the 
desert. Smoke spouted high in the air 
and was accompanied by sounds like 
distant cannonading.

There are fifty-seven of these diplomas, 
designed. like the exhibitors’ diplomas, 
but containing. in the place of the 
name, the language of the act of Con- 
gress providing for their award to the 
commissioners. 


A Parkersburg, W. Va., dispatch says 
that E. E. McMahon, who claims to be 
the only heir to the estate of Lord Al- 
fred McDonald Grenville, is in the city 
taking depositions to establish his 
claim. McMahon claims to be the son 
of Mrs. Mary Bensley, deceased, for- 
merly of California. If he can prove 
this, an estate worth more than FI. - 
000,000 awaits him. 


The coining department of the United 
States Mint at Philadelphia will be 
shut down July 1 for the purpose of 
cleaning up and making necessary re- 
pairs. The work of coinage will be 
suspended for only two weeks, but as 
there is a big demand just now for 
coins of small values, pennies and five- 
cent pieces, an unusual number of these 
are being turned out. 

Yesterday's treasury statement shows 
a gold reserve of $107,447,855. It 
is assumed that this indicates the latest 
deposit and covers the amount due un- 
der contract. It is thought that this 
deposit of nearly $7,000,000 was made by 
a syndicate in domestic gold, in order 
to save interest. This domestic gold, of 
course, will be replaced by fmporta- 
tions within the next few days, when 
the formal transfer will be made. 

A cyclone, accompanied by rain, 
thunder and lightning, swept over 
Quincy, III., late Tuesday night and did 
great damage. Trees were torn en- 
tirely up by their roots, telegraph, tele- 
phone and electric wires were pros- 
trated, and windows were broken in all 
parts of town. The streets are literally 
blockaded. Several buildings were 
struck by lightning and burned. 

The construction board of the Navy 
Department, together with the steel 
board, had 1 very interesting session 
yesterday, having under discussion the 
relative merits of nickel stéel and car- 
bon steel for structural material, such 
‘as hull plates and boiler plates for na- 
val ships. No conclusion was reached, 
but the sentiment seemed to be in favor 
of adopting nickel steel. 


The explosion of a miniature cannon 
at the Missouri Pacific roundhouse at 
Omaha yesterday resulted in the death 
of E. N. Dedrick and the fatal wound- 
ing of George Watt, railroad employees.

The International Supreme Lodge of 
Good Templars opened its meeting at 
Boston yesterday, Dr. D. H. Mann pre- 
siding.

quoted as having said a few days ago: 
“Millions of dollars have been invested 
in gold mines in this country during 
the past few months.” Reliable mine 
investments are being eagerly sought 
after, but the reliability of the invest- 
ment must be made apparent to the 
investor before he is going to let go his 
good money. The days of wildcat spec- 
ulations, salted mines and other kindred 
thieveries are in the past. The capital- 
ist of today is not so easily gulled * 
he was twenty years ago. 


It is just here that the mining re- 
gions of Southern California offer 
strong and sound inducements to those 
seeking safe investments in mining 
property. In every county in Southern 
California there are as 
properties as were ever worked. 
are hundreds of mines in them that 
outsiders never hear mentioned, but 
which are paying large and steady divi- 
dends to their stockholders. But as 
compared with the mining districts yet 
unprospected and undeveloped, the 
mines that are being worked are but a 
fraction. Kern, Ventura, Santa Bar- 
bara, Los Angeles, Riverside, Orange, 
San Diego and San Bernardino—there 
is not one of these counties but what, 
in addition to its fruit and agricul- 
tural interests, possesses gold and sil- 


any one of the counties but can sub- 
|. stantiate the truth of this statement, 
and banks are the best authorities in 
such matters, for to them the bullion 
dnfts. 

These facts are rendered more im- 
portant through the means now used 
for extracting gold, silver and other 
metals. Especially true is it in what is 
known as the cyanide process. Ground 
that under the old methods was looked 
on as worthless, that would not pay to 
work, is now worked with large profit. 
Tailings which had been run through 
mills and were supposed to have been 
worked out are now being worked over 
again by the cyanide process, and are 
yielding more returns than were ex- 
tracted from the original ore. These 
are only a few of the many things that 
could be said of the mining districts of 
Southern California. Those seeking 
safe and profitable mining investments 


would do well to turn their attention 
this way. 


COMMERCIAL. 
FRESH-FRUIT TRAINS. The ven- 
tilated fruit-car is working its way in. 
the minds of fresh-fruit shippers as 


better for shipping purposes than the 
refrigerator car. It is only when fresh 
fruit is too ripe for long shipments that 
the ventilated car is less well adapted 
to shipping purposes than is the refrig- 
erator car. But in either case, as has 
been frequently demonstrated, it is a 
very risky business to ship fully ripe 
fruit by any method long distances. If 
at the point of destination the weather 
should be very warm, as is generally 
the case during the summer months in 
the East, the fruit shipped from Cali- 
fornia must be sold and consumed 
without delay, otherwise it will quickly 
rot. As is well known, fresh fruit for 
Eastern shipment must be carefully se- 
lected. That which is too ripe for safe 
shipping should be held back and dried. 
For drying purposes fruit should be 
thoroughly ripe, but for shipping pur- 
poses it should not. 

Several experiments were made last 
spring of shipments from Riverside 
county as to whether the ventilated car 
or the refrigerator car was the better 
for shipping oranges to the East. The 
experiments were carefully made and 
equally good atterftion given to both 
methods during the period of transit. 
The results were altogether in favor of 
the ventilated car. It is now being 
shown the latter is also better for fresh 
fruit shipments, provided, of course, 
that the fruit is properly selected. 

One immense advantage the venti- 
lated car has over the refrigerator one 
is that the shipper does not have to pay 
freight on ice, for that is practically 
what he is doing when he ships his 
fruit in a refrigerator car. The railway 
company charges freight on the full 
capacity of the car, but a large part of 
that capacity is occupied by ice, which 
has to be renewed en route. the 
railway companies don’t have to haul 
ice they can give cheaper freight rates 
than they have been doing. That is 
what concerns the California fruit- 
grower. Ventilated fruit-cars are going

PRODUCE EXCHANGE. The Times 
of last Saturday contained in its busi- 
ness column report of a meeting 
which had been held by some of the 
producé merchants of this city who be- 
lieved that the time had fully arrived 
when a produce exchange, or some sim- 
ilar organization, in Los Angeles should 
be formed. Another meeting for a fur- 
ther consideration of the project was 
held last night, and, after some in- 
formal discussion, it was definitely 
agreed to carry the scheme to execu- 
tion. The feeling of those present be- 
ing practically an unanimous one on 
the subject, a motion was offered to 
proceed to the enactment of bylaws. 
These were drawn up and informally 
adopted, subject to such changes as 
it might be considered advisable to 
make before incorporation. 

The movement is indorsed by a large 
number of the produce dealers of the 
city, and from the progress already 
made, there is not any apparent doubt 
of its being carried to completion. The

Hospitality was a princely trait with 
them.

There is scarcely any difficult grading 
to be done on roads in this section, 
and our cities and towns are so close 
together that a large population is ac- 
commodated by a comparatively short 
road. 

By a hearty combination between 
the cities, counties and private in- 
dividuals, especially land-owners, who 
are particularily interested in this 
question, it should be possible for 
Southern California to have the finest 
roads in the United States, hard, well 
watered, and planted on each side 
with shade trees. There should be a 
large attendance at the Chamber of 
Commerce meeting this evening. 


A MERCIFUL PUNISHMENT. 


The esteemed but somewhat wobbly 
Herald waxes wroth over the sentence 
imposed by Superior Judge Clark 
upon its representative, Warren, upon 
whom was imposed a fine of $200 for 
contempt of court. It terms the con- 
viction of Warren «“‘iNegal,” and  in- 
dulges in other mildily-spiteful Rings 
at Judge Clark. Instead of paying the 
fine, and thanking their lucky stars 
that they got off so easily, the defend- 
ants in the case propose to take the 
matter to the Supreme Court of the 
State; which tribunal will be very 
likely to sustain the action of the 
lower court. 

If ever there was a clear case of 
contempt of court, the action of War- 
ren constituted such a case. The 
whole affair was a most flagrant in- 
stance of trifling with the machinery 
of the law from narrow and unworthy 
motives. Had Warren, acting as he 
was under the instructions of the 
Herald - management, succeeded in be- 
ing committed to the insane asylum 
as a lunatic, his success could have 
served no good end. It could not have 
beneftted the public, because the in- 
formation he might have furnished 
would have been ex-parte, junsup- 
ported, and wholly unreliable. In no 
event could the end have justified the 
means adopted by Warren, (acting 
upon the orders of his employers,) to 
accomplish his purpose. 

Instead of making a great fuse about 
the sentence Imposed by Judge Clark 
upon Warren, the defendants in this 
case should congratulate themselves 
that the sentence was no severer. 
The prisoner deserved a severer pun- 
ishment than that meted out to him 
by Judge Clark. One year’s imprison- 
ment would have been none too great 
a punishment for his attempt to im- 
pose upon the court and to bring ridi- 
cule upon the whole machinery of jus- 
tice, It was not Judge Clark alone } 
who was made the object of War 
ren's indecent assault upon the 
judiciary. The dignity of the law and 
the serious principles which it repre- 
sents were held up to contempt and 
ridicule by Warren's unjustifiable ac- 
tion. Through Judge Clark and the 
judiciary generally, the people them- 
selves—who are the ultimate source of 
the law's authority—were lusulted by 
this irresponsible adventurer’s attempt 
to hoodwink and defy the courts and 
the executive officers thereof. 

There is acarcely a remote prob- 
ability that the Supreme Court of 
CaMfornia will interfere to prevent the 
ultimate carrying out of so eminenily- 
merciful a sentence aa that imposed by 
Judge Clark upon Warren, the chain- 
gang reporter and lunatic asylum edi- 
tor 


It is no more reasonable to hold the 
great body of bicyclists responsible for 
the carelessness of a few than it would 
be to hold all those who drive horses 
responsible for the misdeeds of a few 
reckless drivers. In many cities the 
number of bicyclists is already greater 
than the number of carriages drawn 
by ‘horses, and the bicyclists are 
rapidly increasing, while the carriages 
are decreasing.

SHE GAVE HIM MORPHINE. 
Frank Ferguson, a teamster, died this 
morning at the hospital, from an over- 
dose of morphine. The deceased, on one 
of his trips to Wickenbérg, found theke 
two courtesans from Phoenix who had 
been left by some men who had gone 
on to Congress, and with a couple of 
other men took the women with them 
out to Prange’s camp. Mr. Prange im- 
mediately ordered them away and the 
party returned to where 
they began drinking, all of them be- 
coming drunk. Saturda morning, 
while in this condition, Mr. Ferguson 
was taken sick and one of the women, 
who was a morphine fiend, said she 
would cure him and injected into his 
arm 2% grains of morphine. This had 
the effect of rendering him unconscious 
and all efforts to awaken him proved 
futile. The woman became alarmed 
and gave him another injection, keep- 
ing up the doses at intervals of about an 
hour for twelve hours, when the un- 
conscious man had been given about 
thirty grains of the deadly drug. He 
was brought to Phoenix and en to 
the hospital, where he died today. A 
‘warrant has been issued for the woman.

New regulations have been announced 
for admission of patients to the insane 
asylum, and the ‘probate judges have 
been notified accordingly. Hereafter 
patients must reside a year in the ter- 
ritory before they may go crazy, or in- 
sanity will all be in vain so far as get- 
ting into the asylum is concerned. r. 
thermore insanity has become a luxury 
that will hereafter be denied the desti- 
tute. To get admission the patient 
must be the owner of two suits of oloth- 
ing complete. Heretofore patients were 
entered on the orders of the probate 
judges. Now the asylum management 
has taken to itself like functions. No 
patients will be adnritted until the evi- 
dence and papers have been submitted 
for approval at the asylum. This 
course of affairs will make considerable 
delay in cases from distant counties, 
and pending the transmission and re- 
turn of papers the patients will be held 
in jail. The change requiring a year’s 
residence is meritorious, as many at- 
tempts have been made by the Mexican 
State of Sonora to ship her insane into 
Pima and Cochise counties to be handed 
over to the Arizona authorities and 
committed here.

The Agent of an Euglish Syndicate 
Arrested for Obtaining Money by 
False Pretenses—A Mining Deal 
That Fell Through. 


John Culley, who bears credentials 
alleging that he is the agent of a Brit- 
ish syndicate seeking investments on 
the Pacific Coast, was arrested yester- 
day on the charge of obtaining money 
by false pretenses. 

Culley is an Englishman, about 60 
years of age, and came to Los Angeles 
several months ago, taking up his res- 
idence at No. 704 Sand street. Soon 
after his arrival here, he states, a real 
State agent named Van Avery intro- 
duced him to Dr. G. F. Mohn, D. D. 
Fowler and a Mr. Allen, who had an 
option on two gold mines in the State of 
Sonora, Mex., till July 8 They repre- 


being so scare that he had to pay 10 
cents a gallon, making an expense of 
$1.50 every time he watered his mules. 

At Gila Bend he met a United States 
official who warned him not to pay 
more than $30,000 for the mines, as they 
would be dear at that price. When he 
returned to Los Angeles a week ago, 
he discovered that the mines were listed 
all this time with other agents, the 
Creighton Bros., for $65,000. Thus Cul- 
ley became convinced that he was be- 
ing played for a sucker, and he refused 
to buy the mine for $350,000 for his 
principals, being averse, as he says, to 
robbing the widoWs and orphans in En- 
gland to pay Mohn and his partners 
a commission of $300,000. As for the 
$150 expense money they paid him, at 
no time since his return have they re- 
quested him to repay it, and there was 
no just reason why they should. 

The foregoing is Culley’s version of 
the affair, and he says the parties who 
have caused his arrest will find to their 
sorrow that they have made a serious 
mistake.

Attorney J. T. Houx appeared before 
the Council asking permission to ad- 
dress the members of that body upon 
the matter of amending an ordinance 
by which parties wishing to dispose of 

welry at auction are forced to pay a 
icense of $2500. Mr. Houx acted in the 
interests of W. Burger, a merchant at 
235 South Spring street, who presented 
a petition to the Council several weeks 
peo asking for the amendment to the 
present ordinance, as he was desirous 
of disposing of a stock of jewelry valued 
at $2500 and did not wish to pay $2500 
for the privilege. The petition of Mr. 
Burger was referred to the Finance 
Committee, at the time, which body or- 
dered it filed. 

Mr. Burger proposes to test the le- 
gality of the Council's action in fixing 
the license at such a dizzy figure, and 
as a starter employed Mr. Houx to open 
up the subject before the Council yes- 
terday. At the conclusion of his ad- 
dress the Council approved the report 
of the Finance Committee in filing the 
petition. Mr. Burger will carry the 
matter into the Superior Court. 

President Teed introduced a resolu- 
tion, asking the City Attorney to inves- 
tigate the proceeding by which the par- 
tles who recently moved a building in 
the fire limits, without a permit, were 
fined the insignificant sum of $25, and to 
see if a criminal charge could not be 
preferred against the parties. The res-

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


Once More That Everlasting Fence 
Receives Attention. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
met yesterday afternoon in adjourned 
session, Commissioners Webber and 
Barham being absent. 

License for a saloon at the corner of 
First street and Boyle avenue was 
granted by the board. The protest of 
property-owners against the saloon of 
J. Stesovich, at the corner of Eighth 
and San Pedro streets, was filed, the 
allegation of the protestants being that 
the license was obtained under false 
pretenses. The license was granted by 
the last board. 

The application of Brown & Schwick- 
ert for a saloon license.on First street, 
between Main and Los Angeles streets, 
was laid over for one week. The ap- 
plications of Samuel Sullivan at No. 
116 North Spring street, John Mag- 
giora at No. 517 North Main street, and 
S. Innes at No. 225 South Spring street, 
for transfer of their licenses to other 
owners, were granted. The applica- 
tions of Cyrus E. Lyons and D. D. 
Deeds for positions on the police force 
during the summer vacation of the reg- 
ular members of the department, were 
ordered filed. ; 

The charges of cruelty made against 
Officer J. M. Baker, by J. L. White of 
Boyle Heights, were ordered to be in- 
vestigated. The hearing of the charges 
will be made before the board next 
Tuesday morning at 9:30 o'clock. 

The clerk of the board read a com- 
munication from the Council as fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of the 
Council that the Police Commissioners 
be requested to make a report to the 
Council at once as to their success in 
removing the houses of prostitution 
from Alameda street; furthermore, 
that when we passed the law relating 
to the removal of prostitution from 
Alameda street, we were in earnest, 
and now insist that the law be en- 
forced and obeyed.” 

Commissioner Pirtle moved that the 
communication be referred to a spec- 
ial committee to make a report at an 
adjurned meeting of the board at 9 
o'clock on Monday morning, which re- 
port will be forwarded to the Council 
to be then in session. The motion was 
carried, and the Mayor appointed as 
such a committee, Commissioners Pir- 
tle, Field and Webber. 


FIRE COMMISSIONERS, 


J. T. Sheward Saves the Session fro 
Dreary Insipidity. 


The Board of Fire Commissioners met 
yesterday morning at 10 o'clock. 

The report of the Chief upon matters 
which had been referred to him was 
read and acted upon as follows: 

The petition of M. la Point for permis- 
sion to erect a blacksmith shop on Hope 
street, between Sixth and Seventh 
streets, was granted. Petition of Emile 
Decouvert, to erect a boiler for clean- 
ing purposes on Sixth street and San 
Julien, was granted. Petition of H. W. 
Hart, to burn oll as fuel in the Natick 
House, was granted. Application of H. 
C. Register, to bore for oil on lot 4, 
block 12, Park tract, was denied. Pe- 
tition of Boyer, Weid et al., to bore for 
oil on lots 6 to 16, block 11, Park tract, 
was granted. Petition of L. F. Scott, 
to bore for oll on tet 4, block 12, Park 
tract, was denied.

. When the application of F. E. Nelson, 
to bore for oll on lot 4, block L. Glas- 
sell’s subdivision, came before the 
board. J. T. Sheward, the well-known 
merchant and equally well-known oil- 
protestant, addressed the board con- 
cerning the encroachments of oil men 
in genera! and Nelson in particular. Mr. 
Sheward's speech fairly bristled with 
denunciations of oll-borers, oil wells 
and the Chief and Board of Fire Com- 
missioners. who were granting so many 
additional permits. He protested 
against the granting of permits to Nel- 
son and Mrs. Lemmon, who were seek- 
ing to obtain permission to bore for oil 
on Belmont avenue. Mrs. Lemmon 
was represented by Attorney McFar- 
land, who made a lengthy speech in 
favor of his client's interests. He de- 
nied the statement of Commissioner 
Vetter that the increase in the produc- 
tion of oil renders fire risks 3 
The petitions were finally deni y the 


board, much to the satisfaction of Mr. 
Sheward. 


Action on the petition of Seamans & 
Gifford, to bore for oil on block 2, Ohio 


street, was deferred for one week, 
there being a protest 2 the grant- 
ing of the petition. The petition of J. 
Powell, to bore for oll on lot 5, block 10, 
Park tract, was granted. A petition 
from property-owners, asking that per- 
mits for oll-boring in blocks 10 and 11 
of the Park tract be granted, was or- 
dered filed. The request of the Board 
of Education, to use oil as fuel in the 
High.

The commission decided to ask the 
Council to advertise for 400 tons of bar- 
ley hay for the use of the fire depart- 
ment.

A MISSING MAN. 


A Touching Letter of Inquiry from 
His Wife. 


Mayor Rader has received a letter 
from Mattie L. Fish of Chicago, in 
which inquiry is made concerning the 
whereabouts of George W. Green of 
Joliet, III., who was last heard from 
on March 24, at which time his wife 
received a letter from him written in 
Los Angeles. He has not been heard 
from since. The couple were devoted 
to each other, and his silence is only 
accounted for in two ways, either that 
he is sick, or has met with foul play. 

When Mrs. Green did not hear from 
her husband she wrote to Chief Glass, 
but received no reply. She also wrote 
to the postmaster, and he replied that 
there were six letters at the postoffice 
for Mr. Green, postmarked Morris, III.. 
as that is where the couple have lived 
for the past year. 

There was a great depression in busi- 
ness in the vicinity of Morris last year, 
and Green was one of those who started 
out to find work in California. He is 
about 32 years of age, a cornice-maker 
and tinner by trade, six feet in height, 
very slender, with blue eyes and brown 
hair. He worked last on a Mexican 
fruit ranch, the exact name of which 
is not known. . 

The letter addressed to the Mayor i- 
closes a copy of a very touching let- 
ter written by Green to his wife, in 
which he relates how he had just se- 
cured a situation, and felicitates his 
wife upon the prospect of their speedy 
reunion. The letter has been turned 
over to Chief Glass, who will investi- 
gate the matter.

THE COURTS. 


Some Lively Scenes in the Howland 
Case. 


Department One of the Superior Court 
was rippling over with suppressed tit- 
ters and open guffaws yesterday after- 
noon when Deputy District Attorney 
McComas had H. E. Howland pinned 
firmly to the rach, and amused 
himself by stirring up the sleek “evan- 
gelist“ with the redhot poker of a 
cross-examination conducted with a 
skill that was downright diabolical. 

The meek and pious defendant sat in 
the witness-stand fairly foaming at the 
mouth, answering the questions in deep 
and tragic tones and occasionally cast- 
ing a look of almost tearful. appeal at 
the judge, as the prosecuting attorney 
poked through joint after joint in his 
armor with merciless ingenuity. 

There was no questioning the fact that 
Mr. McComas was having a howling 
good time. So was everybody else in 
the courtroom, but the defendant, his 
attorneys and a small and select circle 
of adherents. The jury box trembled 
with excess of joy as ‘the occu; ants 
leaned eagerly forward to enjoy the 
show; smothered giggles were heard 
from every quarter occasionally break- 
ing forth into irrepressibie cavckles of 
glee, whereupon the judge and the 
bailiff would stop laughing long enoue:: 
to hammer on the table as $ reminder 
that nobody else must laugh. 

Howland did not laugh. Life was 
but a weary dream to the progressive 
Baptist preacher during that hour of 
torture and exposure, when his check- 
ered career was turned wrong side out 
and held up to the light. He hesitated 
and stammered and squirmed under the 
merciless fire of questions. 

The attorneys for the defense stood 
up and pawed the air, rattling out ob- 
jections and exceptions in an ava- 


lanche, but they might as well have | 


tried to dam the Mississippi River with 
a cartload of gravel. Mr. McComas 
kept right on sticking pins into the suf- 
fering Howland, and the entire court- 
room continued to view the operation 
wfth unholy joy. 

Howland took his seat on the wit- 
ness-stand with a saintly, far-away 
expression, as of one who is ‘elevated 
far above the pomps and vanities of 
this wicked world. He told his story 
after the manner of the stage saint 
who has forgiven all his enemies and 
was about to die to slow music; told 
all about the meeting and the iniquit- 
ous behavior of Howard; also, all 
about his own forbearance in not speak- 
ing more unkindly to that delinquent. 
“I speak but little to anyone,” said he, 
loftily, “I regard myself as being set 
apart from the world, and do not de- 
sire to hold more communication with 
men than is absolutely necessary.“ 
When the meeting was disturbed as 
related, the saintly evangelist merely 
said: “Let us rise and sing ‘All Hail 
the Power of Jesus’ Name,“ and then 
pronounced the benediction. 

When he had quite finished, and there 
ought to have been a halo around the 
witness-stand, he turned meekly to 
prosecuting attorney and waited for 
cross-examination. He got it. Mr. Me- 
Comas began at the beginning, and, one 
by one, after the manner of pulling 
teeth, extracted the facts that How- 
land had left a wife and somewhat 
mixed reputation at Brige’s Corners, 
in Massachusetts; that he had been or- 
dained by a Baptist preacher at a spir- 
itualistic gathering in Rhode Island. in 
the presence of the Sheriff nd the 
Chief of Police, although he i antly 
denied being under arrest at the time; 
that he had not even an approximate 
idea as to when. this ordination took 
place, nor in how many or what places 
he had preached since; that he was 
known as Eddie“ in Providence, R. I.. 
and figured largely in the newspapers 
there in such wise that he deemed it 
best to drop his surname when came to 
California, and to pose for awhile under 
the name of Edwards; that he was 
an “evangelist” at so much a head, and 
told fortunes, although he emphatically 
declined to be known as a fortune 
teller; that he was an astrologer, and 
gave “life-readings’’ by means of the 
stars and planets, aided by palmistry, 
while mere fortune-tellers drew their 
inspiration from cards and tea-grounds; 
that he had a boy named Joe Holden 
traveling about with him, although he 
strenuously denied ever having 
serted that Holden was his brother; 
and that the secret of his occult powers 
was professional knowledge and must 
be paid for accordingly. 

These statements were dragged out 
piecemeal, amid a cross-fire of objec- 
tions and protests, and Howland’s rage 
at being obliged to answer the ques- 


tions was imposing to behold. The en- 
tire defense, indeed, lost its temper

piece by piece as the various witnesses 
took the stand. Mr. and Mrs. F. L. 
Simons both spoke to the prosecuting 
attorney, in tones that were unkind, 
during the process of their examina- 
tion, and A. A. Caswell, a spiritualistic 
teacher, had nearly as warm a time of 
it as did Howland. 

The evidence was all in when the 
court adjourned and the result win 
probably be known today. 


Aseaulicd with a Club. 


D. A. L. Main, the man who made 
a murderous attack upon Manuci Ve- 
lardes at Wilmington on the morning 
of the 23d inst., was yesterday held to 
answer before the Superior Court, with 
ball fixed in the sum of $600. 

Main’s preliminary examination was 
held before Justice of the Peace H. C. 
Downing, at Wilmington, Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Willis conducting. the 
prosecution. 

The fracas was the result of over in- 
dulgence in wine at the hous of Ve- 
lardes, and, upon his refusal to allow 
the defendant to carry away a gallon 
of that beverage, he was assaulted with 
a club and knocked insensible. Ve- 
lardes is now confined to his bed, and 
his testimony was taken at his home 
yesterday. 

Main has a bad record. He has re- 
cently served a year's sentence for cru- 
elly beating with a shotgun an old man 
named Phillips, and, when under the 
influence of drink, he is by his neigh- 
bors generally feared. 


A Crasy Herder. 


* Willlam Logan, a “crazy’’ with some 
weird convolutions in his gray matter, 
was yesterday committed to Highland 
by Judge Clark. i 

Logan has been a herder in Glen- 
dora. He is a native of Pennsylvania, 
60 years old, and has had “wheels in 
his head” for some time, having been 
an inmate of Napa Insane Asylum, 
from which he was discharged three 
years ago. 

A pet proceeding of his has been to 
take off all his clothes, arm himself 
with a shotgun, and prance About the 
country, draped in his ears, threatening 
dire calamities to every adventurous 
wight who attempted to interfere with 
him. When accosted or questioned, he 
replied with sundry mysterious signs, 
supposed to be Masonic in character. 


Bedbugs at a Premium. 


Department Three was having a 


good deal of fun yesterday out of a 
claim and counter-claim that were be- 
ing energetically contested by Flora M. 
1 vs. John and Margaret Visco- 
vich. 

The plaintiff asserts that one day 
last February, she sold to the defend- 
ants the furnishings of a lodging-house 
on Broadway for the sum of $500, $100 
down and the rest to be paid in 
monthly installments of $50. So far, 
only $179 has been paid, and the plain- 
tif! prays for judgment to recover the 
remaining $228. 

The defendants object to this, and 
have filed a counter-claim, alleging 
that, after the agreement, the plaintiff 
removed $200 worth of the goods, and 
furthermore, that the plaintiff owes 
them $65 for groceries. 

The chief feature of the counter- 
complaint, though, is truly unique. 
When the house was sold, it was with 
the express understanding that bedbugs 
should be minus. When the defendants 
took possession, the place was found 
to be preoccupied by about twenty 
thousand of the frisky little animals. 

As the plaintiff had promised to pay 
$20 for each and every bedbug that 
should be found on the premises, the 
defendant claims that she is entitled to 
the sum of $400,000, but remits all of the 
counter-claims. exceeding $299.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


Franchise Granted for Electric Road 
to Santa Monica. 


The Board of Supervisors met in reg- 
ular session yesterday, and the follow- 
ing matters were acted upon: 

The Pasadena and Pacific Electric 
Railway Company was granted a spe- 
cial privilege and franchise, to hold good 
twelve months frém date, right-of-way 
being given from the western city line 
to and over the old Santa Monica foot- 
hill road, with the usual conditions. 
The franchise stipulates that at least 
ten trains a day be run, and as late as 
10 p.m. Work will begin immediately, 
and the road will probably be completed 
within four months. 

Bids for the Pasadena school bonds 
are all in, and action upon them will 
probably be taken today. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Hay the 
whole width ot Freeman street between 
Hoover street and Vermont avenue, 
and of Pesadena avenue from the city 
limits, was declared to be a public ne- 
cessity, and orders are issued that both 
streets be graded full width. 

George M. Beach was granted permis- 
sion to put a bridge or culvert across 
the highway two miles east of Howard's 
Station, the usual conditions to be ob- 
served. 

The resignation of O. T. Hutchinson 
from the position of Justice of the 
Peace of Soledad Township was ten- 
dered, ana, upon motion of Supervisor 
Hay, accepted from date. , 

The petition for the appointment of 
Howard D. ns as keeper of the 
public pound in Wilmington pound dis- 
trict was presented, and, upon motion

Supreme Court Decisions 


The case of Frederick Eaton, respond- 
ent, versus Doria Jones, appellant, an 
action to quiet title of plaintiff to a 
parcel of land in the Wiesendanger City 
tract, appealed from Department Two, 
has been lecided by the Supreme Court, 
which affirms the judgment of the 
lower court in favor of the defendant. 

. J. Plage, appellant, versus D. D. 
Dare et al., respondents, appealed from 
the order of Judge Smith dissolving an 
attachment upon stock in the Califor- 
nia National Bank of San Diego. 

The Superior Court, upon motion of 
the defendant, dissolved the attachment 
upon the grounds that the action was 
not based upon a contract, express or 
implied, for the direct payment of 
money, and that no legal affidavit, as 
required by section 538, C.C.P., was fled 
with or given to the Clerk of the Court 
before the issuance of the writ. 

Two questions only were presented 
for review: Was the action one in 
which, under the provisions of the code, 
an attachment could be issued? and, 
was the affidavit sufficient to authorize 
the issuance? 

The decision of the Supreme Court is 
that the action is shown to have been 
founded on contract, and therefore was 
one in which an attachment might 
properly be issued, and the affidavit as 
to indebtedness should be held suffi- 
cient. The order of the Superior Court 
is therefore reversed.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


FULL DETAILS OF THE MURDER OF 
NEAL. 


Ceroner’s Inquest Held Over the 
Bedy of the Murdered Man— 
Dougiass Still at Large—Officers 
Keeping Up a trot Search. 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 26.—(itee- 
wlar Correspondence.) There is 
much of importance learned in regard 
to-the murder of William Neal by J. E. 
Douglass at Hesperia. The murder oc- 
curred at Kelley’s wool ranch, nine 
miles from Hesperia. William Neal 
has a ranch near there. He was a man 
of about 30 years of age, leaves a widow 
and children, and worked for Kelley. 
He was well liked and well known. 

Douglass is a young man of prepos- 

sessing appearance, evidently down on 
his luck, as he has a good education, 
and is much above the position he has 
been occupying. He came to the wool 
ranch recently, and but little is known 
of him, though he worked for Mr. 
Swarthout for some time at Hesperia. 
When he came to the latter place he 
had a partner who was a brother of a 
locomptive engineer on the road. 
H. D. Welsh, who is a man of about 
50 years, was talking with Neal, both 
sitting dcwn, when the latter was shot 
in the back of the head, and Welsh 
claims that it was done in self-defense. 
From the conflicting rumors it is evi- 
dent there was some grudge between 
the men, at least on the part of Neal, 
but it is suid that Douglass was a very 
peaceably disposed man, not given to 
quarreling, but rather noted as a peace- 
maker in other’s quarrels. After the 
shooting Welch and Douglass went to 
Hesperia, where the latter got some- 
thing to 2at, and Welsh gave him 4 in 
money and a stock of provisions, and at 
9 o'clock that night the murderer 
started out, while Welsh kept the 
knowtedge of the shooting to himself 
till the next morning, when he told of 
it. Sheriff Holcomb was then notified, 
and given a description of the man. He 
was also informed that it was supposed 
the murderer had come down this way. 
The Sheriff immediately started Deputy 
Heap up the Cajon Pass to intercept 
and bring bim in it possible, but 
though he went to the summit and in- 
quired of persons he met on the road. 
and of settlers on the main road and 
up the canyon, he found no trace of 
his man, and returned this morning 
without him. Coroner Keating, Dist.- 
Atty. Dailey and Deputy Sheriff Arbois 
went out on the overland last evening 
and will make an investigation today, 
and, if possible, return tonight, bringing 
Welsh as an accomplice, unl he can 
make a better showing of his — 
with the affair than appears from this 
distance. 


ANOTHER REPORT. 

Last evening Coroner Keating, Dist. 
Atty. Daley and Deputy Sheriff 
Arbois took the train for Hesperia to 
investigate the murder of William Neal 
by J. E. Douglass. They held an in- 
quest this morning and returned on the 
overland train this afternoon. 

William Neal owned a ranch near 
Hesperia. He was a married man, had 
children and was about 30 years old. 


He was well liked by those that knew 


him. He worked many years on the 
wood ranch of S. F. Kelly, manager in 
this city of the Newport Lumber Com- 
pany. Last week Kelly loaned Neal 
$200 to make a payment on the place, 
asking no security so great was his 
confidence in him. 

J. E. Douglass came to Hesperia re- 
cently and seemed a peaceful man. He 


had seen better times. He worked in 


the railroad and wood yards, though he 
was aman of fine education. He 
worked for C. R. Swarthout for a while 
and for H. D. Welsh at the time of the 
shooting. Welsh is a man of about 50 
years of age, well known in this city, 
an old settler and stands very high with 
the merchants and business men. A 
quarrel started on Sunday over a game 
of croquet by Neal’s children and others 
who got to fighting and Douglass sep- 
arated them. This caused hard feel- 
ings on the part of Neal and the family 
seemed to think that their children 
were abused by Douglass. 

On Monday Neal made some threats 
against Douglass, but said nothing to 
the latter. On Tuesday Welsh and 
Douglass started for Saqumaine, a 
French town twelve miles distant, for 
wood. They got part way there and 
came across two Frenchmen and one 
Italian with Neal, and the old French- 
man said that he had bought the wood 
that they were after, although the 
wood was promised to Welsh first. They 
stopped to rest; Neal, the two French- 
men and Welsh sitting on a blanket 
spread on the ground in the shade and 
the Italian standing just back of the 
Frenchman. 

Neal had his hand on Welsh’s shoul- 
der and commericed talking about the 
trouble on Sunday, but Welsh said: 
Never mind that; we are all good 


friends.”’ 

Tes,“ said Neal, “you and I are good 
friends, but I will kill that —— of ——,” 
meaning Douglass. At this Neal drew 
a revolver and, laying the barrel across 
his left arm, fired at Douglass, when 
Welsh grasped his arm, bending the 
pistol down and the second shot went 
into the ground. : 

Douglass stepped forward, placed his 
revolver at the back of Neal’s head and 
fired, and as Neal fell forward, fired at 
the middle of his back, the bullet going 
through Neal’s heart. Welsh’s team, 
frightened by the shots, started to run 
away. Welsh grabbed the lines and 
was dragged a hundred yards before 
stopping them. While after the team 
he heard a third shot, but did not see 
it fired. This is Welsh’s testimony, 
but the old Frenchman says that Neal 
did not shoot at Douglass, but in sport 
fired two shots into the ground by his 
side when Douglass ran to the wagon, 
got his revolver, placed the muzzle al- 
most against the back of Neal's head 
and shot him. 

As Neal fell Douglass turned to shoot 
the Italian, saying that he would kill 
the “—— of a ——Dago, too,“ but at the 
first shot the latter had run away out 
of sight. The Frenchman told Douglass 
that it was a cowardly trick to shoot 
Neal that way. Douglass said: “You 
and I won't quarrel, but I'll kill that 
Dago, and I'll make sure of this fellow 
first.” He walked up to Neal, placing 
the revolver at the base of the brain 
and firing again into the dead body. 

Welsh and Douglass got into a wagon 
and drove to Welsh's house in Hesperia, 
where Douglass got supper. Welsh 
paid $4 he owed him; gave him some 
biscuits, and about midnight Douglass 
left. It is supposed that he is hiding 
in the mountains. Welsh left word 
that Douglass would come out and give 
himself up as soon as his fear of lynch- 
ing was over. The Frenchman had no 
team, and could not bring in the body 


until morning. 


Welsh was placed under surveillance, 
but is remaining at home. Douglass 
may call and see him. Every avenue of 
escape is guarded.

A few years ago he would 
not allow his wife to use any milk and 
would not have a chair in the house, 
claiming that such were luxuries that 
could easily be dispensed with. But 
more recently, however, since he was 
visited by a couple of humanitarians 
from San Francisco each with a 
“moral persuader,” loaded presumably 
for bar.“ the eccentric believer in veg- 
etable and nut pathology alone, be- 
came more liberal and not only allowed 
his better-half to use a good flat stool, 
but a real chair with a back to it, and 
a number of other little things that 
previous to that time had been conven- 
lences to other women that were un- 
known to her.
